ENGLISH PEOPLE NOW PLANNING 
SECOND STRUGGLE. 


Political Power as the Result of Pres­ 
ent Elections in Great Britain 
Will be Short Lived. 


London. 
Jan. 
27. 
The 
combined 
strength of th<* Liberal, Labor and Na 
tionalist coalition has reached 345, or 
more than half the num ber of m em ­ 
bers of the house of commons. 
Th 
Unionist government, therefore, is out 
of tin* question and the only point still 
undecided is the exact strength of tk* 
coalition majority. 
As an independent Liberal majority 
is equally out of the question only a 
short life can be predicted for the in­ 
coming governm ent and, as a m atter 
of fact, both the Liberal and Unionist 
parties are looking away 
from 
th 
present struggle into the not distant 
future when the conflict at the polling 
booths will be renewed. 
The party organizers have already 
been instructed to keep up unceasing 
vigilance and to he prepared for an 
appeal to the country at any moment 
There is no doubt that the success of 
the Conservatives has been largely 
due to tlu* constant education of th 
agricultural population in the virtues 
of tariff reform and this education will 
now be carried into 
the 
northern 
counties and Scotland in the hope of 
winning these territories at the next 
elections. 
T he Liberals, on the othet 
hand, will concentrate their attention 
on educating the country on the ques 
tions of free trade and the limitation 
of the veto of the house of lords.
